Purpose  of  this  Monograph 


In  1947  I  published  a  work  entitled,  Report  on  the 
Genealogy  of  the  Rub incam-Rever comb  Family  of  Penn—- 
sylvania  and  Virginia,  in  which  I  traced  in  detail 
the  steps  that  had  been  taken  by  my  uncle,  Albert  R. 

Rub incam;  my  cousin,  Arthur  B.  Rubicam;  my  more  distant 
cousins,  Col.  Calvin  I.  Kephart  and  hiss  Virginia  R. 
Revercomb;  and  my  German  researchers,  Dr.  Carl  Knetsch 
and  hurt  Holzapfel,  Dipl.Ing.  (both  of  whom,  it  turned 
out,  irere  also  my  distant  kinsmen),  to  assemble  all  of 
the  available  data  concerning  the  history  of  the  family 
in  Germany 


and  America. 


kany  of  the  problems  which  seemed  insoluble  at  the  time 
have  since  been  solved,  bath  in  the  German  and  in  the 
American  branches.  A  considerable  amount  of  information 
has  been  assembled  on  the  parent  stock  in  Germany,  thanks 
to  the  initiative  and  the  interest  of  I'urt  Holzapfel, 
Dipl,InG*»  of  Eschwege,  Hessen;  Karl  Friedrich  von  Frank, 
of  Schloss  Senftcnegg,  Post  Ferschnitz,  HiederBsterreich, 
Austria;  Church  Councillor  (Kirchcnrat )  Eduard  Grimmell, 
President  of  the  Gesellschaft  fftr  Fam i 1 i enkund e  in  Hur- 
hessen  und  Y/aldeck  (Society  for. Family  Study  in  Electoral 
Hessen  and  Haldeck),  Kassel,  Hessen  (of  which  I  am  a 
member);  and  my  distant  kinsmen,  Kurt  von  Boyneburg^:, 
of  Bury  Eoyneburg,  near  Wiehnanns hausen,  Hessen,  and 
Heintz  von  Eschwege,  of  Reichensachsen,  Hessen;  and  the 
cooperation  of  Dr.  Kertzog,  Director  of  the  State  Archives 
at  Marburg,  Hessen. 

It  has  been  my  hope  for  many  years  to  publish  a  complete 
genealogy  of  the  family  from  our  earliest  proved  ancestor 
to  the  present  time.  Such  an  undertaking  will  be  time- 
consuming  and  expensive,  keanwhiie,  I  am  giving  much 
thought  to  the  safeguarding  of  the  records  that  have 
accumulated  in  my  files  since  my  overseas  investigations 
were  begun  in  1934,  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  Y/ith 
the  international  situation  the  way  it  is,  aqd  the  ever¬ 
present  danger  of  a  war  which  could  wipe  out  the  original 
documents  which  have  escaped  destruction  during  three 
aipd  a  half  centuries  of  wars  and  other  disasters,  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  it  is  we 11  to  issue  in  mimeographed  form  the 
documents  upon  which  the  pre-American  generations  of 
our  family  have  been  constructed.  Copies  of  this  paper 
will  be  given  widespread  distribution  -  a  few  to  rel¬ 

atives  and  close  friends  who  are  interested,  but  the 
majority  of  them  will  be  sent  to  libraries  scattered 
throughout  the  United  States.  A  few  copsies  will  be  depos¬ 
ited  in  European  libiaries.  Thus,  in  the  event  that  my 
personal  collections  are  destroyed  by  fire  or  war,  the 
results  of  my  researchers’  work  will  be  preserved  in  far 
distant  parts  of  the  world.

Fastor  Fridericus  Rubecam,  the  yasseler, 
formerly  resided  at  Kassel,  after  which 
he  completed  his  studies  at  IlarturG  from 
1616  to  1619,  inclusive;  from  there  he 
went  to  Fri(e)lingen  in  the  parish  of 
Her sf eld,  where  for  four  years  he  gave 
instructions  to  members  of  noble  families, 
and  in  1626,  after  the  death  of  the  local 
pastor,  I.udcvicus  Ualdenberjer,  he  applied 
for  the  vacancy  and  was  nominated  by  Inspec¬ 
tor  Henrico  of  the  parish  of  Iiersfeld,  and 
was  confirmed ;  from  that  year  until  1629  he 
served  there  as  pastor,  but  in  the  same 
year  he  and  others  v;ere  removed  from  that 
bishopric  and  he  lived  in  exile  for  three 
years  until  1631,  when  he  was  appointed 
pastor  in  his  home  town,  and  served  there 
until  1633.  However,  in  that  same  year  he 
moved  to  Fulda  parish,  and  remained  there 
until  driven  out  with  Great  loss  by  the 
invasion  of  the  Croatians.  He  was  then  out 
of  employment  for  an  entire  year,  until  he 
accepted  a  vacancy  in  the  ruined  and  burned 
town  of  Hi c hmann shau sen,  remaining  there 
for  a  number  of  years. 


Hote  on  the.  Father  and  Brother  of  Friedrich  RlVbenkam 


Until  recently  there  was  no  clue  to  the  parentase  of 
Friedrich  RlVbenkam,  our  first  proved  ancestor.  A  Hans 
Caspar  Rubecam,  who  died  at  Abterode  in  1635,  as  we  shall 
see  presently,  was  believed  to  be  either  his  father  or 
his  brother.  But  on  16  September  1959,  Hirchenrat  Eduard. 
Grinaell,  of  Hass el,  informed  me  that  recently  he  had  ex¬ 
amined  the  confirmation  records  in  the  Hass  el  parish  refjister 
in  the  State  Archives  at  Iiarburg,  and  saw  two  entries  of 
interest  to  us,  namely:  In  1609  Friedrich  RlVoecamp,  was 
confirmed  at  the  ape  or  11

After  his  graduation  from  the  University  of  IlarburR, 
in  1619,  Friedrich  RlVbenkam  became  a  tutor  in  the  noble 
families  of  Spede  and  von  Kanstein,  at  Frielinjen,  in 
the  territories  of  the  former  Abbey  of  Rersfeldj  the 
latter  place  is  situated  at  the  point  where  the  Kaun 
and  Geis  Rivers  branch  off  from  the  Fulda.  The

On  2  December  1631,  after  the  Papacy  had  ruled  in 
the  Abbey  of  Her sf eld  for  almost  3  years,  the  Host 
Illustrious  and  powerful  Prince  Vilhelm,  Landgrave 
of  Hessen,  tooh  possession  by  force  and  with  the 
sword ,  and  commanded  that  we  preachers  who  had  been 
previously  driven  away  should  be  graciously  restored 
to  our  former  place.  I  held  the  first  divine  service 
on  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent.  God,  thrice  great 
and  thrice  good,  has  brought  it  about  that  everything 
turned  out  happily  for  the  praise  of  His  Divine 
Name  and  for  the  glory  of  the  Church. 

FRIEDRICH  RUBE! ‘HAH,  for  the  time  being 
pastor  at  Frielingen. 

On  the  first  Christmas  Day  1631  we  all  began  to 
sing  Lobwasser* s  Psalms  of  David,  and  began  with 
psalm  130  —  Out  of  the  depths. 

(Not  e;Lobwasser  was  the  author  of  the  first 
Hessian  hymn-book.  MThe  first  Christmas  Day" 
in  1631,  was  probably  24  December,  the  first- 
day  of  a  3-day  celebration. ) 

In  the  same  letter  of  8  February  19483  Hr.  Holzapfel  stated 
that  according  to  the  Frielingen  parish  registers,  the  wife 
of  Friedrich  RlVbenkam  was  godmother  of  her  servant  girls 
Gela  and  Catharina,  in  1632  and  1634,  and  on  12  January 
1634,  she  was  godmother  of  a  daughter  of  Curdt  Bickell.

Records  from  the  Parish  Register  of  Abt erode 


The  Hessian  village  of  Abterode,  which  has  a  population 
in  excess  of  1,350,  is  situated  a  few  miles  northwest  of 
Eschwege.  Pastor  Friedrich  RlVbenkam  twice  sought  refuge 
here,  the  first  time  after  Emperor  Ferdinand  II* s  Edict 
of  Restitution  df-ove  him  from  Frielingen,  in  the  terri¬ 
tories  of  Hersfeld  (1629),  and  the  second  time  alter  the 
Croatian  invasion  of  1635.  The  following  entries  in 
the  Abterode  church  register  relate  to  the  family  of 
Friedrich  RlVbenkam  and  his  wife,  the  former  Anna  Gertrud

In  1953  Kirchenrat  Eduard  Grimmell,  of  Kassel,  discovered 
a  clue  to  the  parentage  of  Rargaretha  Catharina,  widow  of 
Johann  Philipp  RlVbenkam  and  foundress  of  the  Rubincam- 
Revercomb  Family- in  this  country  (1726).  (Johann  Philipp 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Andreas,  who  was  a  son  of  Pastor 
Friedrich  RlVbenkam.  )  hr.  Grimmell  immediately  communi¬ 
cated  his  findings  to  our  two  valued  investigators,  Kurt 
Holzapfel,  Dipl.Ing.,  of  Eschwego,  Hessen,  and  Karl  Fried¬ 
rich  von  Frank,  of  Schloss  Senf tenegg ,  Post  Ferschnitz, 
UiederBsterreich,  Austria,  whom  he  knew  were  working  on 
the  problem.  Independently  of  each  other,  they  caused 
the  Relchensachsen  church  registers  to  be  searched,  and 
established  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  Rargaretha 
Catharina  RlVbenkam .  was  the  daughter  of  Hatthias  Sartorius, 
pastor  of  Hie hma n n s ha u s e n ,  by  his  wife,  Anna  Juliana  von 


Eoyneburg  genannt  Hohenstein,  member  of  an  ancient  and 
illustrious  Hessian  noble  house.  The  Relchensachsen  church 
registers  are  transcripts; if  the  original  registers  have 
been  preserved,  their  location  is  not  known.  Dr.  Herzog, 
Director  of  the  State  Archives  at  Hamburg,  informed  the 
author  that  the  Archives  has  the  original  Reichcnsachsen 
registers  only  for  the  period  1639-53,  and  not  for  the 
la,ter  period.

As 
securities  he  listed  his  house,  farm,  garden,  and 
barns,  and  also  his  fields  and  meadows;  specifically, 
he  named  the  following  pieces  of  property  owned  by 
him:  (1)  one  acre  of  land  behind  the  Freihelt ;  (2) 

one  acre  of  the  old  farms  (ein'  _,clier  alten  hoofe); 

(3)  one  acre  along,  the  Kupferbach  (Copper  3rook, 
evidently  the  name  of  a  brook  at  or  near  Abterode); 

(4)  one  acre  on  the  liupfergasse  (name  of  a  street, 
perhaps  the  street  or  road  leading  to  the  Kupferbach) ; 

(5)  one  acre  nvf  der  kalkrBssen11;  and  (6)  3/4  of  an 
acre  on  the  Littelberg  (a  hill  near  Abterode), 
together  vith  all  of  his  goods  and  chattels,  movable 
and  immovable,  etc.  The  foregoing  document  was 
drawn  up  before  the  Salzgraf  Coriarius,  Tan-Collector 
Hup felt ,  of  Sooden,  a  court  official  named  Surbicke, 
and  two  ui tne s  s  e  s . 

The  sum  borrowed  was  to  be  repaid  annually  in  install¬ 
ments  of  25  Reichsthalers  on  St.  martin* s  Day,  and 
the  notice  thereof  was  to  bo  issued  a  quarter  of  a 
year  in  advance. 

Hr.  Holzapfel,  searching  the  records  of  the  Court  of  Justice 

at  Bilstein,  learned  that  among  those  subject  to  rent  at 

Abterode,  and  living  near  each  other,  were  Licolaus  Under- 

berg  and  Georg  Rickgans  (icresumably  a  son  of  Bernhard). 
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The  following  tentative  chart  is  based  on  the  foregoing 
abstracts  of  documents  from  the  Court  of  Justice  at  Abte— 
rode,  and  the  record  seen  by  Hr.  Ilolzapfel  in  the  Court  of 
Justice  at  Bilstein:

From  1697  to  1716  the  documents  relative  to  the 
career  of  Johann  Philipp  RlVbenkam  seem  to  be  missing; 
at  least  they  were  not  known  to  exist  when  Dr.  Knetsch 
made  his  search  of  the  State  Archives  at  Warburg.  We 
know  from  the  following  documents  that  Pastor  Rtibenkam 
gradually  moved  away  from  the  tenets  of  the  Reformed 
(Calvinist)  Church  of  Hessen*  in  which  he  and  his 
ancestors  for  several  generations  had  served  faithfully 
as  clergymen.  He  adopted  the  Pietist  faith,  and  ulti¬ 
mately,  in  December  1716  or  January  1717,  was  unfrocked 
and  sought  refuge  at  Berleburg,  the  capital  of  the 
count ship  of  Sayn-Wittgenstein-Berleburg,  which  was 
friendly  in  its  attitude  toward  Pietists  and  other 
separatists.  meanwhile ,  in  1711,  Landgrave  Carl  of 
Hessen-Rheinfels  died,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
Landgrave  Wilhelm  the  Younger,  who  reigned  jointly 
with  hi 3  uncle,  Landgrave  Wilhelm  the  Elder. 

Our  ancestor  is  mentioned  by  Reinhold  Strauss  in  his 

Chronik  der  Stadt  Wanfried  (1908),  page  99:  "1698.

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Determination  of  the  date  of  the  Rubincan-Revercomb 
Family's  arrival  in  America 

We  have  already  seen  (page  12)  that  Kurt  Holsapfel  dis¬ 
covered  the  date  of  Johann  Philipp  Rlibenkam's  burial  at 
Berl.eburg,  in  the  countship  of  Sayn-Wittgenstein-Berle- 
burg,  ^ o  which  he  had  retired  after  losing  the  pastoral 
office  at  Wanfried .  It  was  known  that  his  widow,  1,'argar- 
etha  Gatharina  (Sartorius)  Rlibenkam,  died  in  the  spring  of 
1727  in  Bristol  Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania. 
The  enact  date  of  her  arrival,  with  her  children,  v.ras  not 
known,  however.  It  was  presumed  to  be  before  1727,  the 
year  in  which  the  extant  passenger  lists  for  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Germans  begin. 

Hr.  Donald  ?.  Durnbaugh,  Instructor  in  History  at  Juniata 
College,  Huntingdon,  Pennsylvania,  has  now  filled  this  gap 
in  our  family  history.  In  a  letter  dated  1  march  1959, 
he  very  graciously  volunteered  the  following  information: 
While  doing  research  in  the  Wittgenstein  area  of 
Germany  on  the  early  history  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  I  came  across  some  rare  volumes  published 
by  the  Inspirationists  (Community  of  True  Inspiration, 
now  of  Amana,  Iowa).  One  of  the  early  figures,  Johann 
Adam  Gruber,  migrated  tc  Pennsylvania  from  Wittgen¬ 
stein  in  1726. 


In  a  collection  of  his  letters  from  America  pub¬ 
lished  by  his  co-religionists  in  Germany  in  1732, 
there  is  a  moving  description  of  his  voyage,  written 
from  Germantown  on  Dec.  14,  1725.  His  ship  had  arrived 
in  Philadelphia  on  Doc.  2  after  a  twenty-one  week 
voyage  from  Rotterdam. 


in  a  postscript,  Gruber  noted;'  “Weil  ich  und  Frau 
RlVbenkamin  uns  nicht  unter  die  Gesellschaft  und  ceren 
elende  allgemeine  BlVrgschaft  geben  wollen;  so  habe

Johann  Philipp  RlVbencamm  migrated  from  Berleburg  with 
"at  least"  five  children  in  1726.  From  other  sources 
I  know  that  a  large  group  of  Witt  enstein  residents 
traveled  to  Pennsylvania  at  this  time. 
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In  his  article,  "Johann  Adam  Gruber,  Pennsylvania-German 
Prophet  and  poet",  published  in  the  October  1959  issue 
o f  The  Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography , 

Hr.  Durnbaugh  states  that  the  voyage  lasted  21  weeks , 

15  weeks  alter  leaving  England.  In  footnote  25  he  men¬ 
tions  our  ancestress:  "His  fellow  passenger  was  Frau 
Rllbekam  (Rubicam),  in  all  probability  the  widow  of  the 
Hessian  pastor,  Johann  Philipp  RlVbencam,  who  emigrated  to 
America  about  this  time  with  her  large  family,  which  be¬ 
came  so  prominent  in  later  generations.

Record  from  the  family  Bible  of  John  Wister 

The  clue  that  pointed  to  the  original  home  in  Germany  of 
our  family  was  provided  by  John  Wister  (Johannes  Waster), 
of  Philadelphia  and  Germantown.  With  this  document  as  a 
basis,  we  were  able  25  years  ago  to  commence  researches  in 
Germany,  with  the  remarkable  results  that  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  preceding  pages.  It  is  appropriate,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  following  extract  from  John  Wister ”s  Bible  ‘ 
record  be  included  in  this  volume  on  the  German  documents 
in  the  archives  of  the  family.  It  was  communicated  by 
Hiss  Frances  Anne  Ulster,  of  Philadelphia,  to  major  Louis 
Estell  Fagan  2nd,  United  States  Karine  Corps,  on  19  December 
1932,  and  by  him  to  m§  on  21  August  1934: 

Anna  Katharina  Ruben-E^min  was  born  in  Hesse  Cassel 
in  the  town  of  Wanfried ,  Feb.  25,  1709. ^  She  was 
daughter  of  Johann  Philipp  Ruben-Kamm,  Pastor  cf  the 
parish  of  Wanfried .  After  the  death  of  the  Father 
in  1726  /~1725_7,  at  Berleburg  in  the  count ship  of 
Wittgenstein,  the  Ilother  with  her  6  children,  3  sons 
and  3  daughters,  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania,  and  on 
the  10  Hov.  1737,  Anna  Katharina,  intermarried,  with 
me,  Johannes  W&ster,  and  departed  this  life  on  17 
Kay  1770,  between  5  and  6  o’clock  in  the  afternoon, 
aged  61  years,  2  months,  and  6  days.  She  bore  5 
children,  of  -whom  3  still  survive.  We  lived  and 
dwelt  together  32  years,  5  months  and  21  days,  and 
I  cherish  the  hope  that  she  died  in  peace  and  bliss, 
so  must  (?)  it  be.  Amen!
